This incident involves allegations of excessive force during the course of the arrest of complainant, 

The following investigative steps were taken: 

Complainant, stated in an in-person interview that four male uniformed officers approached him on the 

street and took hi^emPautomatic revolver from its hol^^^^e of the officers was white ancHhre^ere Hispanic. Two of 
the officers, who^^^Hcould not identify, handcuffed^^^|too tightly, causing him pain, ^^^^fesked to have the 
handcuffs loosened, but no one loosened them until an officer, whose nametac^ad “H. Rodriguez," loosened them fifteen 
minutes later. One of the officers, now known as PO Cunningham, pushed^^^^|into the squad car, causing him to fall 
backward on his handcuffs. PO Cunningham ancUTi^Dartner, now known as PO Ramirez, transported the 010 th 

District station. PO RamirB^jrabbed both of ^^^^Hlegs, pulled him to the door jam, then grabbed his arms and pulled 
him from the car causing^^^^Hiead, arms and fingers to scrape against the door and door jam. (Att. 4) 

Durinc^mrHjJerson interview with^^^|on 6 August 2004, OPS Inv. Grace Wilson, #257, observed a reddened blotch 
underflJ^I lower lip, a tiny, healed scratch on his left thumb, and a healed scratch on his right wrist. (Att. 3) 

The General Offense Report, Arrest Report, and Firearm Recovery Report for^^^^^how that he was charged with 
Unlawful Possession: Handgun and was arrested by Officers A. Cunningham, #15522, L. Ramirez, #18679, H. Rodriguez,

In a To/From/Subject report, PO Cunningham denied that^^^Hcomolained that his handcuffs were too 
tight. He further denied that he or any other officer pushed or pulled^^^|at any time. (Att. 30) 

In a Tq/From/SubjecU^gort, PO Ramirez denied that ^^^Hcbmplained that hi^iandcuffs were too tight 
and denied pulling^i^|out of a squad car. He further stated thaUiechecked^^^^B handcuffs for 
comfort. PO Ramirez denied witnessing PO Cunningham push ^^^^|(Att. 34) 

In a To/From/Subjectreport, PO H. Rodriguez stated that he did not recall placing^^^|in handcuffs. He 
further denied that complained that his handcuffs were too tight. PO H. Rodriguez did not witness 

any officer push or mistreat (Att. 38) 

CONCLUSION: 

Officer Harold Rodriguez, Allegation #1: Unfounded - there is no evidence to support this allegation. 
Further, Officer Rodriguez denies handcuffing Kiswani. 

Officer Luis Ramirez, Allegation #1: Not Sustained - insufficient evidence exists to confirm or deny the 
allegations. 

Officer Aaron Cunningham, Allegation #1: Not Sustained - insufficient evidence exists to confirm or deny 
the allegations.
